A Cyclone*s deadly 
Work at Louh^ 
ville, Ky., and Other 
^lace. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 28.—A tor- 
nado struck Louisville at 7:20 o'clock 
last evening. 
It entered the southeast- 
ern portion of the city al Eighteenth 
street, and swept a path of five bUicks - 
wide diagonally, reaching 
in line to 
Seventh street, and swept a path of five 
blocks wide diagonally, reaching 
in j 
line lo Seventh street, leveling every 
building 
in 
its path, probably 
2500 
houses. 
\ 
territory fully three miles 
long and half a mile wide was s\vept 
clear of the low upon row of buildings 
large and small that but a few hours 
before had completely covered it, while 
all that was left was a tangled mass of 
twisted iron, shattered stone and splin- 
tered timber. 
The loss to propertv is 
roughly estimated al $2,000,00b. 
U p 
warrls of 100 lives were Inst and a Uirge 
number injured, probably 
1,000 
or 
more. 
The water supply has been cut 
short by damage to the works, which 
it will take some lime to repair. After 
the wind had finished ils terrible work, 
fire increased the wreck and ruin, and 
a number of poor people, unable to ex- 
tricate themselves from the debris, were 
burned to death. 


Such desolation no one has known 
in this century. 
Every building, tree 
and telegiaph pnle in the district struck 
was leveled. 
The cyclone was predict- 
ed by a signal service bulletin, but no 
heed was paid lo it's warning. 
The cy- 
clone* came wiih scarce a 
warning 
sound, and in all the buildings striick, 
inhabitants were engaged in their usual 
avocations, without an effort to escape 
when their homes collapsed. 


When the people recovered from the 
shock incident to the awful suddenness 
wiih which the cyclone struck, they at 
once began the wo/k of rescue. 
The 
Fire and Police Departments, reinforc- 
ed by hundreds of volunteers, were di- 
vided into gangs and organized efforts 
to clear up the streets commenced, 
A 
relief committee was organized early 
this morning and its members set lo 
work with a will to ascertain what was 
to be done. 
The 
Chairman 
of the 
committee issued the following procla- 
mali.)n: 


T o THE PEOPLE:—"The calamity that 
has overtaken the city ol Louisville by 
the cyclone last^^night, about 9 o'clock, 
spread over a territory of our city cov- 
ering a space of ground four hundred 
yards wide and three miles in length, 
through the business and residence por- 
tion oi our city. 
The loss of life is in 
the neighborhood, 
it is believed, of 
some seventy five persons and the loss 
to the city, the calamity in damage to 
houses and goods, is believed not to 
exceed two millions of dollars. 
While 
the calamity is a great one, our citizens 
feel able to cope with it and are not 
cast down, but will at once i)roceed lo 
repair and resume in the channels now 
interrupted. 
In all other portions oi 
the city business is resuming its usual 
channel^/' 


Portland, a suburb, has been swept 
away, and tlv? indications are that the 
loss of life is very heavy. 


T h e tornado also played havoc in 
neighboring Kentucky towns, 
demol- 
ishing many buildingP but fortunately 
causing but small lohs of life. 


CINCINNATI, March 28.—Late dis- 
patches Slate that the tornado struck 
the town of Bowling green, Warren 
county, Ky., and coiupleiely wiped it 
out. 
As ihe wire? are d(iwn no detail 
ed report can be obtained and but the 
meagre fact that the calamity occurred 
has been 
received. 
Bowling 
Green 
has a population of about 5,000 inhab 
itants and ihe loss of life is conjectured 
to be correspondingly large. 


METROPOLIS, III., March 
28.—The 
cyclone of last night cut a clean swath 
about 
a quarter of a mile wide clear 
across the town, wrecking property of 
all descriptions and burying men, wo- 
men and children in the'debris of fall- 
ing buildings. 
The number of killed 
and wounded will be uo in the hun 
dreds. 
The number of houses wrecked 
is between two and three hundred. 


Terrific wind storms are 
reported 
from different points jn Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas, doing 
great damage to life and property. I n ( 


Illinois, three person«? were killed at 
Grand To\\'erand a child at Murphys- 
boro, while at Little Prarie several peo- 
ple were hurt by falling trees and tim 
bers.

ßtecl easting of the guns finished here 
are made at Bethlehem, where they arc 
welded by the open hearth process from 
native ore. 
A year ago we depended on 
England for these huge lumps of steel, 
but 
Älr. 
Fremont voiced the general 
opinion 
that 
the Bethlehem steel now 
furnished is the best made in the world. 
Here the rough pieces are turned in the 
immense lathes to a true and symmetrical 
exterior, and are then convoyed to the 
boring machines, where, at a rate of 
twenty rc^'olutiona a minute, they arc 
gradually converted into tubes.

!ng touches it is again placed in 
the 
lathe for a final turning, after which it is 
placed in therifiing machine, which cuts 
the spiral grooves in its interior with tho 
utmost precision. 
The trun now, needs 
its numerous jackets, 
which consist of 
short cylinders of steel, 
so nicely ad- 
justed that they will just slip on the gun 
when expanded one-twentieth of an inch 
by heat, and upon 
cooling will shrink 
firmly into place and 
bind tlie cannon 
more tightly together to resist the sudden 
expansion due to the 
isrnition of such 
large amounts of powder. The lathes are 
of various sizes, ranging from thirty to 
;jeventy-two feet in length, 
and are at 
present engaged upon the eight inch and 
ten inch guns, with the prospect of short- 
ly turning the twelve inch gun, the plans 
of which have met with the approval of 
the Naval Board. 
The ten inch guns are 
over twenty-seven feet in length, firing a 
projectile weiging 500 pounds, using a 
charge of powder 
weighins; about 250 
pounds with an effective range up to.ten 
miles. 
Better things, of course, are ex- 
pected of the sixteen inch monster. 


"We paused by the side of a tremen- 
dous ten inch gun, slowly revolving and 
losing, at each revolution, a part of its 
epidermis—dropping 
it in 
unbroken 
shavings of sterl that curled round and 
round and disappeared beneath. 
**Ten 
feet long," said Lieutenant 
Fremont, 
twenty, thirty feet long, and one was 
the other day brought up to my room 
sixty feet long—a splendid curl, in its 
way Quite a bit of decoration.

Quite a unique 
bit is the gigantic 
steam crane, which, instead of swinging 
round a central focus, reaches from side 
to side of the ahop, and travels hori- 
zontally hundreds 
of feet, 
on tracks 
thirty feçip? above the heads of tho men. 
To 
see a gun 
thirty feet 
long and 
weighing thirty tons calmly travel ai- 
reetly over mechanics who are indiffer- 
ently busy below, is calculated to stir 
the blood. 


The new workshops are a marvel of 
convenience and contain many labor sav- 
ing pieces of machinery, which are indis- 
pensable with the present rate of pro- 
gress of 
tho 
work. 
All 
material 
is 
brought directly into the rear of the 
shop by the locomotives on a si}eciai 
track, and is lifted from tho cars by the 
ponderous steam crane and conveyed to 
any part of the building, and is depos- 
ited on its lathe ready for turning, all in 
the space of a very few minutes and with 
the assistance of three workmen only. 


An immense *'shrink pit" occupies the 
center of the shops, and it is here that 
the sixteen-inch gun and all others of the 
*'built-up*' class will receive tlicir over- 
lapping jackets of steel. 
The jacketing 
of a gun is an exceedingly interesting 
sight. 
It is supported in an upright po- 
sition in the centre of the pit, the jacket, 
heated to a degree sufiicient to expand it 
to a width slightly larger than the out- 
side diameter of .the tube, is lowered 
with the utmost precision by tho steam 
crane into position; another section is 
slipped on, and another, till the required 
number are all in jjlace, those on the out- 
side overlapping the seams of the iirst 
layer. 
After this process is completed 
the guns are returned and then sent to 
the proving grounds at Annapolis, where 
they undergo severe tests and experi- 
ments te»/letermine their range, power of 
penetration and charge required. 


The work here is not confined to the 
heaviest 
ordnance, 
but includes 
car- 
riugfi, turrets,^ projectiles, shields and ' 


and all equipments, and the mounthigs 
of aalling g-uns and secondary batteries. 
Just now is being turned out a cannon 
ten feet long that is shot from the shoul- 
der like a rifle, twenty shots ii minute, and 
admits of very rapid and acccurate aim. 
It is an instrument to create a good deal 
of amusement in the devil's realm if news 
of it has got there.

Then they go out into the 
world to become politicians, drummers, 
railroad Presidents, or Congressmen, or 
-else take a downward turn. They usually 
•enter the (ield of politics, as they are fa- 
miliar with all its branches. 
They are 
fully equipped for the position of Senator 
or Keprcscntative, but deficient in almost 
all other useful knowledge. 


The average page of fourteen or iifteeu 
years old counts in his wardrobe a beaver 
hat, a pair of knee breeches, a cigar case, 
-a Lord Chumley overcoat 
and a horn- 
handled cane. 
Many of these have a 
brilliant career during their tender years, 
and have gone through 
all excesses of 
mature manhood 
before they are old 
•enough to vote at any well regulated clec- 
-tion. 


On the House side there are thirty 
pages, fifteen who sit on the right of the 
Speaker to wait on the Democrats and 
liftcen on the other side to respond to the 
Republicans. 
They arc under command 
•of two chief pages, who have been pro-, 
.nioted from the ranks, and a one-armed 
•Captain, who is chief in command. 


The chief pagw on the Senate side is 
. almost as old as the Senate itself and is'" 
-custodian of the cnull box aud all the an- 
tiquities and reminiscences of that body; 
while the pages who are under command 
of Captain Bassett are usually very small 
boys. 


When a Senator claps his hands half a 
•dozen small boys rush out from diilerent 
directions, coming to collision in the cen- 
ter isle, and the one who sustains the 
shock and picks himself up the quickest 
holds the secret conference with the Sen- 
ator, and then with a pompous air starts 
off on a private mission—to the docu- 
ment room for a bill or to the library for 
..a book. 


It takes almost as much political in- 
fluence to be a Senate page in Congress 
as to get a foreign mission. 
The usual 
age is from ten to fifteen, and very few 
remain after they are eighteen. 


Some of them after outgrowing their 
positions have done very well in the 
world, but very many have acquired dis- 
• sipated habits which have ended their 
career disastrously at an early age. Familiar 
»•conspicuous examples of success are those 
of 
Senator Gorman, 
ex-Kepresentative 
Scott, of Erie, and the late liepresentative 
Towsend, of Illinois, who became émin- 
cent in public life. 
Others have been 
-quite as sviccessiul in business or prò- 
fcs&ional life, though not as well known. 


Pages usually make considerable money 
-and make it easily, and they spend it 
with freedom. 
Besides their 
salaries 


• they turn a good many honest dollars. 
Rich aud liberal members often pay them 
large sums for small services. 
In the 
House each page has to file the records 
for ten members. 
This is a part of the 
duty for wliich they are paid by the 
Government, but euch member at the end 
of the session usually gives tlic page who 
tends to his file from $5 to $10. 
Some 
of the rich Keprcsentatives aud Senators 
are iu the habit of making jjresents of 
money to the pages at Christmas time and 
at thcjend of the session. 


The autograph business used to be 
very prolitable. 
Every 
morning 
the 
pages would ^o around from member to 
member as thoy reaclied the hall and 
.solicit their signatures in big autograph 
books, 
A book containing all the names 
was worch from $5 to $10 tp the pages 
who had it. 
They found a ready sale 
for these bpoks as fast as they could ilU 
them and it did not take long to get all 
the 
signatures. 
One of the regular 
duties of a member was to sign his name 
about 
thirty 
times 
each 
morning. 
Whether it is that the members are shy 
-about giving their signatures since their 
•experience with Sxlcott or whether there 


is ii falling off in the market for auto- 
graphs, for some reason there has been 
but little 
of that business done 
this 
session. 
An autn£:ra])h book is seldom 
seen in cither the House or Senate now. 


The most fruitful source of income the 
pages now have is through the • canvass- 
ing for the sale of members' speeches. 
Y*''hen a popular 
orator on the 
lloor 
makes a good speech, particularly if it is 
one especially suited for a campaign 
document, the pages enter a hot contest 
for the privilege of selling it—that is of 
getting subscriptions for it among the 
members. 
The member 
making 
the 
speech docs not pay them anything for 
this work, but cach member subscribing 
for the sjieech pays a l)ouus of a dollar 
aud a half for every thousand sficeches 
to the boy who takes his subscription. 
The boy then sees that the s])cec)ie3 arc 
done up in wrappers and delivered to the 
subscriberia bulk. If the member wants 
them addrcsst'd ho pays extra for that 
work. 
Another source of revenue for 
the boys is from the distribution of circu- 
Urs and pamphlets throuiih the House, 
Nearly every great projcctthatis brought 
to the attention of Congress from the 
outside is supported, and generally op- 
posed, too, by the circulation among the 
members of pamphlets and various docu- 
ments. 
These arc left with the door- 
keeper to be placed on the desks of the 
members. 
If thoy are merely left with 
the request that they be distributed they 
do not appear on the desks. 
If the in- 
terested i)arty comes back and leaves a 
considerable fee for the pages he will ibid 
the desks piled up with his circulars the 
next morning.— Wf/tihin^ton

Counterfeit, 


There is a new counterfeit ten cent 
piec'e in circulation in New York, 
which so closely represents the genu- 
ine coin that it can be easily 
passed 
off upon the unsuspecting. 
It differs 
from the usual counterfeit in that 
a genuine silver pitting covers the 
German qjlver which forms the body 
of the coin. 
This gives it a "ring" 
very nearly like that of good money 
and also does away witlv the greasy 
feeling by which most counterfeits 
can be detected. 
The coin bears the 
date of 1887. 


Special Officer J. P. Brooks, of the 
Secret Service Bureau, says he thinks 
it is struck upon a screw press and 
milled 
afterward, while 
the 
gen- 
uine coin is milled at the same that 
it is struck. 
The milling is not so 
deep u[>on the counterfeit and the 
edges are much sharper than those 
of a good 
ten cent piece.
